HIS EXECUTION IS CERTAIN

Some Time Next Week and Will
Probably Take Place on Tuesday.

DOCTORS EAGER FoR THE BODY

Of the Pirst Legal Victim of the Subtle
Electric Carrent.

THE PRISONER NOW _BREAKING DUWN

There sesms to be no possible way to pre-
vent the execution of Kemmler, It is be-
lieved that it will take place on Tuesday,
either before sunrise or -afier sunset. The
medical men are very anxious to dissect the
body.

[FPECIAL TELEGHAN TO THE DIRFATOR)

Avsvrs, N. Y., August 1.—The first
eriminal in the world to suffer the legal
punishment of death by electricity will be
killed st the State prison here during the
present week. This fact is as certain as any-
thing human can be.

On some dsy during the week, probably
on Tuesdsy, at an hour which is likely to
be fixed either just before sunrise or just
sfler sunset, William Xemmler will
be drageed out of his stone cage and
into & dimly lighted room where he will
see nothing but & big oak chair with straps
and buckles on it, and something overa
seors of men around it lJooking intentlv at
the cheir and at him. Within less time
than it takes to tell Kemmler will be tightly
bonnd in the chair mnd there, while the
people in the room held their breath, a
eurrent of electricity 1,000 volts strong, will
rush through the man’s body, stiffening it
with one great shudder.

A HOREID SCENE.

It will be & horrid sceve. Kemmler has
been thinking all about it for 14 months
Perhaps the body will burn and sizzle, too:
no one can tell.  Then the body will be un-
strapped, and just as gquickly as they ean
the surgeons will get at it with their knives
god saws. The old English law prescribed
that the bodies ot persons executed for high
treason chould be “anatomized.”

But no mua’s body whose head ever
hung at Traitor's Gate was ever so
thoroughly eut mp by the doctors as
Eemmler's will be. Kemmler’s body will
be minntely disswcted, from the toe nails to

the brain of his head. While his
blood is yet warm doctors will peer
at ita  corpuscles through  miecro-

scopes. Muscles snd blood snd brain
and bone will be sesrched and sifted as
carefully as science knows how. The doo-
tors will go away from the prison carrying
paris of Kemmler's body with them in cans.
What is le't of the body will be buried in
lime in the prison vard. The favorite part
of the body for medical examination will be
Kemmler's spinsal eord.
XOT A SUFFICIENT SUPPLY.

Warden Dorston has slready had more
applications for parts of WKemmler's
spinal cord thac he can supply if he had
ball a dozen Kemmlers to kill. There will
probably have to be & great vumber of exe-
cutions be ‘ore seience can really find outall
it wants to koow on the subject.

1t is, of course, still possible that
Kemmler's execution will be staved or pre.
vented ir some way. Any judge might
imsue & writ staying jhe execotion, provided
some lawyer invented an ingenious enough
pretext. Buot to the lay mind there seewms
no hope for Kemmler from this source.

The only imaginable pretext might be the
faet, frequently re‘erred to, thatthe electrical
dyname which will kill Kemmler was ob-
tuined by fraud from the Westinghouse
Compaoy by Hareld P. Brown, The dyna-
mo to be used was not porchased directly
from the Westinghouse people, but throngh
& third party, and of course the Westing-
house people would not bave sold it know-
ingly for its resl purpose.

The company might therefore have an
action against somebody for frand. Good
luwyers sy, however, that no judge would
interfere by injunction to prevent the use of
the aynamo, as the company bas ample
remedy at lsw for whatever damages it may
have sustained.

S0 RENMAINING PLEE.

This disposes of whatever ““there is in
richt” of any hope Kewsmler may have from
the inw. Every other plea of his has been
nullified by the courts of last resort. There
is no deubt that Warden Darstod*wounld be
only too glad to have the courts take from
hitn the dowv o killing Kewmler, but
Warden Durston would not be glad ir this
duty was removed by Kemmler's euicide.

There is litile doubt now that Kemmler is
in such a condition of mind and body that
he would commit suicide if he sould, and
the strict wateh that hes been kept vpon
him for so long 18 now kept more vieilantly
then ever. Up to within a month Kemmier
was well and strong in every way, and
seemed to have no fear of death.

The tremendous concert and stupidity
which stood him in tuch good stead at the
time Jast set for his execotion has pow
pretty well tadedaway. Kemmler isstill
mentally dull, Lot he is awakened fothe
foar of death now as be was pot before. The
14 months of solitary confinement have done
their work. When be was last sentenced he
realized that the United States Supreme
Court bad decided against him and he
10 really appreciate that he must die,

UNDER EXCELLENT CARE.

Twn keepers have watched him constant
lv. Chapimin Yates, of the prison, 2ud the
Rev. O, A, Houghton, of this city, have
visited him oten. Everythiog has been
tone that conld be done o make him cheer-
fal. He bas been fed on the “hospitsl"
sare of the prison snd has had what delics-
cies he wanted besides. The keepers bave
readd novels to  him and writing muterialy
have bren allowed him. He hus loved b
speud his time writing his nume upon cards.
He has talked bur littie,

O ihe wight of July 19 last Kemmler was
taken slightly sick. Probably rom luck of
exercise his legs became swollen, snd he
suffored guite & listle pain. His physical
misery secmmed to siart his mind working,
sod for the first time he groaned snd moaned
about his npprosching desth. The doetors
and keepers quieted him as best thev could,
The prison officinle and sll who areina
position to know are very reticent now abont
Eemmler's condition, but there is no donbt
that be is iv a bad way, would make way
witih himsell il be could, and may makea
struggle when the time comes to kill him-
aelll

VERY CLOSELY WATOHED.

Buat there is not much likelibood of
EKemmler's committing suicide. He s
watched tno closely. It is remembered,
though, thal jusi previons to the time set for
his execution, Kemmler wus allowed to
make or hinself in swusement seemingly,

might have easily killed bimself with this,
He finally gavethe ball to Mra Durston,
the Warden's wife.

executioner. There is talk now that an el
fort will be made to obtain for him & com-
mutation of sentence on the ground that be
bus slready suffered a thousand dentbs in
the delays attendunt upon his execution.
Itis possible thnt such an effort may be
made, but there is no likelihood of Kemm-
ler’s sentence being commuted, Whatever
delavs there were nbout his execution were
enused by the strugcles that he or his
friends made for his life,

A FIEXDISH CRIME,

The crime that be committed was as fiend-
ish a one as could be imagined. He hacked
his wife into hulf n dozen preces, Heisan
ugly, cowardly, savage minded snd dull
minded brute. Itistrne that his long con-
finement has refined and softened him some-
what, & in the ease of nll condemned mur-
derers, and it 18 nlso true that the feeling
this crimival sy first aroused is softened into
one of natural pity and sympathy for a fel-
low ereature who, after & fong aud stubborn
fight, hus now lost his last hope, and sees
death drawing near to him, slowly but with
inexorable certainty.

Meanwhile the arrangements for the sxe-
cution are progressing, and are, io iact,
practically completed, But little work was
pecessary ‘or Wurden Durston and bis
nssistants this time as the preparations for
the former execution were so exsot. The
death chair, death chamber, dynsmo snd
electric wires have beecn in reacdiness for
mooths, Dr. E C. Spitza, of New York,
will perform the antopsy.

There is a great deal of query of course as
to the time ot the execution, but common
sense would seem to indicate that it be beld
on Tuesday morning.

MANUFACTURING IVORY.

Fronch Genius Has Sapplied n Subsiituie
That Scems Satisfactory.
New York Ledger.]

As munuiacturers sbroad claim that the
supply of ivory is too emall to meet the
demands of industry and art, an extensive
industry bas arisen in Fraoce to supply an
artificial substitute for natural ivory. Until
receatly the substitute used has n ob-
tained by injecting white wood with chloride
of lime, under strong re. Withina

short time, however, it has been established
that a substitute may be prepared with the
bones of sheep and waste pieces of deer and
kid skins.

The bones are for this purpose macerated
and bleached for two weeks in chloride of
lifue; then heated by steam along with the
skin so as to form & floid mass, to which are
added a tew hundredths of aluw; the mass is
then filtered, dried in the air. and caused to
harden in a bath of alum, the result being
white, tongh plates, which are more easily
worked than natural ivery.

MEN AND GUNS OFFERED.

CANNON AND SOLDIERS TENDERED CEN-
TRAL AMERICAN STATES.

Everytbing Reported Quiet In Gantemnin—
A Commission With an Tmpertant Daty
te Perform—=alvnder Without 2 Bepre«
wentmiive In the United Stntes,

Ciry or Mexicu, August 1.—A large
iron manu‘acturing house in Philadelphia
has offered to sell and deliver to Salvador
from 500 to 1,000 cannon mow stored on 80
island in the West Indies, While the firo
say the guns are not new, they are servicea-
ble. The statement that Captain
Phelan had made a proposition to
furpish Gustemals with 3,000 men if
they guaranteed him $30,000 has led
Senor Pou, confidential agent of Salvador,
to see Minister Ryan this morning, as it ap-
pears that Balvador has no representative
near the United States Government. Poun,
while not believing such & proposition has
been made, desired 1o be on the safe side,
and saw Mr. Ryan for the purpose of asiing
the United States to prevent any such ex-
pedition.

Manuel Diegnes, Gantemalan Minister,
sald to-day that Senor Crus, the Gautema-
lan Minister to the United States, hld_not
been recalled and will not be. Senor Dieg-
nez disclaitas that revelutions are raging in
Gauternala. He says that outside of the
invasion of the Balvadorans everything
Lias been as quiet as uenal, The statement
thata revolation has been started on the
Mexiean frontier of Gantemals is incorrect.
Late dispatches show that everything is
tranguil there, It is believed that Barrun-
dia sud his fnllowers have sailed for Salva-
dor. It iscertain that they are not operat-
ing in Chispas.

The Mixed Claims Commission between
Mexico and Guatemala will open fts session
to-morrow here. The eonvention is called
upon the same basis as was the one between

exico and the United Stiates under the
treaty for the settlement of claims
coneiuded between those two countries

July 4, 1868, Owing to the boundary

line between Mexico and Guatemala

being undefined, difficnlties have arisen
between the suthoritics on both sides from
time to time, and this convention isealled lor
the purpose of settling these difierences. The
convention will have a tendency to remove
the friction mpon the [rontier beiween

Chiapasand Guatemala which has been io-

tense at times and bring about betier rela-

tions between the Republics.

A dispaton from La Libertad reports the
defeat of General Rivas and his Indiuns by
General Ezeta’s forces. Rivus' forces had
captured she artillery barracks, but the few
troops in charge bad fought desperately
before they surrendered. The Indiaus then
pillaged several honses and a panic ensued.
Rivas' forces were finally defeated and peace
was restored.

CELMAN'S SELF-LAUDATION.

The Argentine President Inanes a Manifesto
Praislug His Administration.

Loxpox, August 1.—A dispatch from
Buenos Ayres states that Presideat Celman
has issued 8 manifesto, relerring to the de-
mand for his resignation and pointing out
the peace and prosperity of the couniry
under his admivistration. He attributes
the sole cause of the insurrection to the in-
sensate ambition of tbe local party in
Wgenos Ayres, v .t says, wished to
impose itself upon the antire Republie.

The manilesto concludes with an expres-
sion of etern: 1 gratitade to the suoporters of
the President’s authority, and adds that a
patriotic people bless them at the saviors of
the Government.

A FINANCIAL CRISIS.

Buenos Ayres Baoks Refose to Cash Checks
for Thelr Deposltors.

I know the
difficulties that confront the farmer in his
rural home., Isay in the presence of men
of all kinds that it requires as much ability
to conduct & farm as any other business,
There are no rules or books for the farmer;
he must juse his experience and judgment;
he must be a man of ready, sctive resources.
Daniel Webster, America's greatest man,
gained his knowledge from associations with
mih" men, Go thou, farmer, and do like-
wise,

“Wedo not use the eradle now, but the
reaper and the binder. You must broaden
out and use the golden opportunity, gain
knowledge of your business and the affuirs
of your nation. I believe there is a differ-
ence in the gradey of sinpners, und the worst
grade of sinoers is the man who lets his
farm wear out. I found my farm in a state
of nature in 1840, and it raises better crops
now than ever. I bhave never used any com-
mereial fertilizer.

A RICH FERTILIZER.

“There Is one kind of fertilizer that you
can use on any kind o! land, and which the
more you use the more you have. Mix
brains with vour soil; don’t be stingy with
your knowledge; give it to your neighbors
and let them help vou in turn. The highest
morslity and virtue are found in our rural
homes, I do not mesn to say that all
farmers are saints aud all people in the
cities sinners.  If ever the great evil of the
liquor traffic is to be overcome it must be
done under the shade of the green trees of
our farms by organized effort.

“We have no trouble about your voting
in the country. It isto meet the ballot box
in the cities that our statesmen are puzzling
their brains, If you farmers, no matter it
you are as good a8 Saint John, do not at-
tempt to allay crime and vice you are
not dolog your duty to yoor family and the
nation. Do not forget there are other joys
besides of works. Get joy from association.
Don’t say when night comes that you are too
tired, but go with your boys and giris to the
social circles.”

THE CAUSE OF HARD TIMES,

Mr. Luce accredited the bad times for the
farmers to the low prices. “It is not over-
production that makes low :rim We
farmers have no money, but the country is
meking mopey, It is the combination of
eapit 1 that does it, and it is the duty of
the larmer to combine and meet these com-
binstions. The greatest trust is the Stan-
dard Oil Company. They have aconmu-
lated $500,000,000 more than th.i deserve. I
am willing that these men should be re-
warded for their genins, but when they go
beyond oil and control 50 of the industries
of the country it is time to call a stop.
What we want is & public sentiment to rally
sgainst these movopolies.”

BIG GAIN IN JERSEY.

NEW YORK'S SURPLUS POPULATION HAS
CROSSED THE LINE.

Why the Metropolin Has Not 2,000,000
Poople—Progroas of the Census Couni—
Phllndelphia and Chicage Figares Are
Bulil Delayed.

[FROM A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.Y

W ASHINGTON, August L—So far as the
investigntion of the census returns irom
New Jersey has gone 1t shows a decided
increase in the population of the State.
More particularly is this the case in the
northern part of the Stase, where some of
the towns within sasy reach of New York
show enormous gains. In several instances,
indeed, there are gains of over 100 per cent,
forming  very  comclusive evidence
that New York itself is responsible
for their prosperity. Anyone Wwho
bas watched the crowda of
people erossing the ferry between New Jer-
sey and New York every morslog and re-
tuening every evening will be prepared for
this resmlt.

Brooklyn's remarkable gain of over 41
per cent is also sttributed to the overflow
from the crowded metropolis seek-
ing cheaper homes thao are
obtainable in the eity jtsell
while still being within easy reach of the

siness center. Without haviog taken

these facts into consideration some New
Yorkers have been grumbling a little at the
Plllrz million and & halfof population with
which the census office has scecredited
their eity. They had expected the census
to show at leust 2,000,000 people upon Man-
hattan Island. That they were dissppointed
isno reflection npon New York, ‘or ithas been
estimated by a census office official that had
evsl? person who had his business located
in New York City, also had his residence
lhere, the population of the metropolis
wonld have been at least three quarters of &
million grester than it is.

But then New York has no reason to
enmplain, even with the fizures as they are.
For a young city its population shows up
well besides that of some of the older
capitals of the world. Tt is rapidly
overhauling Paris, while it surpasses by 500,~
000 that of Berlin aod Vieann, and - leaves
St. Petersburg, Macrid and Brussels far be-

nd.

A number of little things have arisen in
the count of the returns trom Chicago and
Philadelphia which have delaved the pub-
lieation of the result in either case. A
slight defeet in the relurns f(rom one
little enumeration district o' a la
city is sufficient to delay the finding of
total population of the place, and it will not
be until some timne next week that the result
;r the census in these two cities can bemade

nown.

To unite fraternally all retail harness manuo-
facturers and dealers in the United States, for
their mutual protection from the unjust sale
of goods by wholesalers to improper parties, to
the injury of such harness manufscturers and
to work for the general advancement of the re-
tail harness dealers of this country by giving
them the trade that rightfully belongs to them.
Harness makers thronghout the country are
urged to form local assoclations, acd where
there are not emough to form an association,
to join the Nati Association individually,

tisclaimed by the harness dealers that
the wholesale houses, not content with sell-
ing to them, also gell to the customers of the
retailers and so ipjure their trade. The
Protective Association issues cards to mem-
bers of its body and harness dealers, to pro-
tect themselves, buy only from houses hold-
ing such ecards.’ Local dealers and makers
are taking steps to join the National Asso-
ciation to obtain its protection against whole-
salers to sell beyond their legitimate trade.

Where a Syndicate of Capitalists,
Headed by a Pennsylvanian,

'WILL SEEK THE PRECIOUS MBTAL.

A Tropical Country Where Lazy Natives
Bell Their Women.

A JOURSET BY CANOE OF 600 MILES

Contemplated by the Prospectars in (he United Stales
of Colsmbla.

A former Pennsylvasian who has been
traveling through the United Statesof Co-
lombia talks entertainiogly of that country,
which he deseribes as the richest mining ~
region in the world, A syndicats of Den-
ver capitalists will undertake to develop the
mines.

DENVER, August 1.—George T. Emerson,
s Peonsyivanian by birth, a Coloradoan by
adoption, and a prospector by inclination,
returned to Denver a few weeks ago from &
trip to South Amerign and registered at
the Brunswick. He is an old chum of Cass
Hite, the veteran pathfinder, and possesses
in & large degree the characteristics of that
old-timer. Mr, Emerson returned to Den-
ver with 8 secret in kis breast, He had
been prospecting for seme time in South
Ameriea, and at last discovered what he
considers one ot the richestgold-mining dis-
tricts in the world. Quietly but effectively
ha has been organizing = syndieats of Den-
ver eapitalists to stuke him on a long expe-
dition to the United States of Calombis,
within 60 miles of the eqnator.

Yesterday all arrangements wers per-
fected, Bamuel Lesam, Captain Tom Sewall,
General Frank Taylor and Fine P. Ernest
decided to equip Mr. Emerson and send
him at the head of an expedition to ths
eountry where gold gravel exists in bounti-
ful pleaty and only needs development to
produce wealth that would rival Monts
Cristo. The contract was signed vesterds
and Mr. Emerson paced the Branswi
lobby, chatting pleasantly with Captain
Bewall and enthusiastic over the success of
the venture that calls him to South Ameri-
can shores for the seeond time.

A RISKY UNDERTARING.

Fmerson’s ecompanion will be F. O
LaBlond and these two plucky explorers
will penetrate regions where the faceof a
white man is regarded with morbid curiosity
by the natives. A reporter saw Emerson
last evening. The explorer wore a whits
sombrero of genmerous brim and & regular
mountaineer garb anugly fitted his well.-de-
veloped lorm.

“Oh! I koow that the expedition will be
a ruceess,”” said Emerson, “From here we
go to New Orleans, where we will ship our
machivery to South America, From Naw
Orleans we go to Colon and thence by Boyal
Mail steamer to Carthageos. Then we take
a steamer along the coast of the Carribbean
Sea for about 70 miles, until we reach the
mouth of the Atrato river near the Gulf of
Darien. We proceed by boat down the
Atrato river until Quibdo is rexched.

“At this point we take cannes, storing
provisions for eight months. Then we
to a point 600 miles from the mouth of the
river, penetrating 8 ecountry where whita
men are com tively unknown.. Whea I
first visited that conniry the natives looked
upon me with great curiosity. Therearsa
few Americans at Carthagzens. The ns-
tives are s mixture of Spanish, Indian and
negro. Along the Sioue river slavery is
practiced to s extent.

FEMALE SLAVES ARE CHEAP.

“You ean buy s woman cook atall the
way from $30 tesf100. Oue hundred dollars
is the limit for s finelooking woman,
These South American women are expert
divers, and are used a deal in the
Atrato placer distriet. They dive in tha
water aiter gold armed with a sort of native
gourd and the sand they secure is subse-
quent]y washed and has & good yield.
When you get through with these slave
women you can sell them again, but second-
hand slaves do not bring as good a figure as
ther do m'izin;llg.

The people are indol-
ent. After making a few dolllars they lay
around in idleness until it 13 all spent, then
go to work sgan.

DANGER FROM FEVER.

“The weather is very hot in thé  nited
Btates of Colombia. Fever invariably at-
tacks Americans. There isa laree preva.
lenee of malaria, and I was sick thres weeka
on mv first visit there. I was agreeably
disappointed in not finding as many saskes
as I anticipated. Still I took no chances,
and will not now, On this trip we will
sleep in hammoeks, when along the river.
In the dry season we will sleep on sandbars
in the river. There is a rainy season there
that commences in June and lasts ustil
October. Of course it is very wet during
this period.
